Designers have an impact 
on the Hill 


The third annual Design Professionals Day at the 
State House on April 8 was a roaring success. 
More than 150 members of the BSA, ACEC and 
allied engineering associations gathered at the State 
House for refreshments and a series of briefings by 
government affairs activists. We also exhibited 
design work by architects and engineers 
throughout the day. 


Legislative leaders joined us to provide overviews 
of pending legislation: 


Rep. Joseph Sullivan, House Chair of the Joint 
Committee on Transportation (and son of BSA 
memer Jim Sullivan AIA) described his committee's 
oversight of state infrastructure programs and the 
extensive efforts to assure that cuts in the 
Commonwealth’ share of federal transportation 
appropriations are minimized. He noted that he 


had worked in his father’s design firm at an early 
stage in his life and is anxious to help create 
bridges between the legislature and designers. 


Rep. Jay Kaufman (a planner by education and 
training) spoke about the importance of citizen 
activism, particularly with respect to informing 
legislators about complex issues. He thanked 
design professionals for taking the time to visit 
legislators and assured us that our efforts were 
appreciated by everyone at the State House. 


Rep. Charlotte Golar Richie (below), House 
Chair of the Joint Committee on Housing and 
Urban Development, reviewed the status of two 
significant bills her committee is sponsoring 
during this legislative session — The Affordable 
Housing Preservation Act (H4510/H5242), 
which is expected to pass by the end of July, and 
The Home Modification Act (S608), which is on 
the Senate Ways & Means Committee's agenda. 
(We also had the opportunity to present Rep. 
Richie with her Legislator of the Year Award 
conferred by the BSA in 1997.) 


The BSA/ACEC legislative advisor, Ray Long, 
provided useful explanations of specific bills the 
design professional associations are supporting and 
described how best to address these issues in our 
meetings with individual legislators. 


It was an extraordinary half-day on Beacon Hill 
and I urge every architect in Massachusetts to join 
us next year; it is clear that our impact is having an 
effect and it needs annual nourishment.

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What is ISO 9000 and why 
should you care ? 


Over 90 nations have signed on to a set of quality 
assurance standards typically referred to as ISO 9000. 
These standards constitute a set of guidelines/ 
requirements that describe the way in which a firm 
protects customers from defects and from mistakes 
through careful administration and management of its 
own practices. These international standards are also 
tailored for specific professions or industries; for 
example, ISO 9001 is applicable to the design of 
products of services and ISO 9002 focuses solely on 
companies that engage in the building process. 


As design and construction services are imported to and 
exported by the U.S., international standards — not 
unlike international building codes — are becoming 
increasingly popular. For those BSA members and 
friends interested in a short course in ISO 9000, the 
BSA has assembled some basic materials describing ISO 
9000.

Architects and engineers can 
work together 


“How Architects and Engineers Can Work Together 
and Remain Friends” is the title of the lead article in a 
recent issue of the ACEC/New England quarterly 
newsletter, “Insights.” 


Edited by Robin Greenleaf, PE. and Erik Mollo- 
Christensen AIA, this four-page article is drawn from 
papers presented at Build Boston in 1997 by a dozen 
architects and engineers. 


The article focuses on the development of project scope 
and fees, dealing with mid-project changes, invoice and 
payment issues, and in all cases defines common 
problems and recommends solutions. 


This article is a particularly useful complement to a 
1996 article written by former NCARB director Sam

By A Registered Architect.” This article was written as a 
response to what the authors described as an effort by 
the National Society of Professional Engineers “to claim 
the right [of engineers] to design projects intended for 
human habitation, the traditional provence of 
architects.” In this six-page paper, Balen and Sapers 
describe the differences that characterize the education 
of architects and engineers and the differing legal 
descriptions of the responsibilities of these two 
professions.

During the course of a typical year at the BSA, among 
the single-most frequent complaints received from 
homeowners and other small-project clients is that 
architects have been unable to provide useful cost 
estimates. Although most homeowners understand 
that architects have little control over construction 
costs, there nonetheless remains a good deal of 
frustration and often anger about the inability of 
architects to be more helpful than seems to be the case 
in providing useful cost estimates.

surrounding cost-estimating. The BSA has assembled 
three of those articles from the early 1990s that focus 
on guidelines from the American Society of Professional 
Estimators, the increasing legal risks posed by negligent 
cost estimates, and the relationship of cost estimates to 
client-retention.

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An urban design reminder 
“In the 19th century, designs for both movement and 
sitting became tied to technologies that made the 
individual body comfortable, Comfort lowers the 
amount, and relaxes the intensity, of stimulation; it, too, 
is an essay in monotony. The search for comfortable, 
lesser stimulation has a direct connection to how we are 
likely to deal with the disturbing sensations that 
potentially loom in a diverse, multi-cultural 
community. ..Freud speaks to us as a worldly realist 
rather than as a religious ascetic because he knows the 
desire for comfort expresses a profound biological need. 
“Protection against stimuli,’ he writes, ‘is an almost more 
important function for the living organism than 
reception of stimuli.’ But if protection rules, if the body 
is not open to periodic crises, eventually the organism 
sickens for lack of stimulation. The modern urge for 
comfort, he said, is a highly dangerous impulse for 
human beings; the difficulties we seek to avoid do not 
therefore disappear... This is the work civilization does: 
it confronts us, in all our frailty, with contradictory 
experiences which cannot be pushed away, and which 
make us feel therefore incomplete. Yet precisely in that 
state of ‘cognitive dissonance’ — to use the term ofa later 
ctitic— human beings begin to focus upon, to attend 
to, to explore, and to become engaged in the realm 
where the pleasure of wholeness is impossible...In the 
end this historic tension between domination and 
civilization asks us a question about ourselves. How will 
we exit from our own bodily passivity — where is the 
chink in our own system, where is our liberation to 
come from? It is, I would insist, a peculiarly pressing 
question fora multi-cultural city...For without a 
disturbed sense of ourselves, what will prompt most of 
us — who are not heroic figures knocking on the doors 
of crackhouses— to turn outward toward each other, to 
experience the Other ?...[T]hese powers of design 
which rested the body came as well to lighten its 
sensory weight, suspending the body in an ever more 
passive relation to its environment. ..[BJodily pain 
requires a place in which it can be acknowledged, and 
in which its transcendent origins become 
visible. .. [T]he body accepting pain is ready to become 
a civic body, sensible to the pain of another person, 
pains present together on the street, at last endurable — 
even though, in a diverse world, each person cannot 
explain what he or she is feeling, who he or she is, to 
the other. But the body can follow this civic trajectory 
only if it acknowledges that there is no remedy for its 
suffering in the contrivings of society, that its 
unhappiness has come from elsewhere, that its pain 
derives from God's command to live together as exiles.”
